poor indeed before he should 
sell the calves. 

The selling price of cows has 
doubled in the last ten years. 
A good thing for the man who 
has them to sell, but tough, on 
the man who has to buy. The 
farmer who three’ years ago 
rubbed his hands when the ibut- 
ener paid him forty-five dollars 
for that heifer, calla a long face 
when he signs a note for seven- 
ty-five dollars for the cow he 
has to buy. If he had held on 
to the heifer he would not need 
to buy the cow, and would 
have more young stock. The 
high prices for \butcher cattle 
two and three ycars ago was a 
creat injury to many farmers. 

ey sold off their breeding 
stock and now when prices are 
still higher, find themselves 
short. It should be lesson to 
them not to repeat the mistaki. 
When prices are high, hold on 
to your young cattle anjd bireed- 


ing stock. Otherwise pou will 
see prices soaring still higher 


whilé your stalls’ are empty. 
The number of cattle in Alberta 
bas increased steadily from the 
start. The prices have also in- 
craased. We have not yet 
reached the limit. Taki 
account what it takes to keep a 
cow, and what she will bring 
in, seventy-five dollars or even 
a hundred is not her full value. 
In the past the value of a cow 
for the butcher has set her sell- 
ing price for brecding or for 
milking... That day is past. She 
is worth more to,keep alive 
than to I'll so long as she will 
raise a calf or give milk, The 
sooncr the farmers all _ realize 
this the better. A steer calf is 
worth more to feed than to kill. 
Let the people do without their 
veal or baby beef. The farm- 
cr cannot afford to supply it 
at any cost. Keep that steer 
until until it matures. You! 
should not sell it much under a 
nundred dollars. . Every time 
you sell a heifer calf for beef, 
rou throw away from twenty- 
five to fifty dollars. That is 
expensive sport. 

The territory between the Red 
Deer river and the Saskatche- 
wan, will support five head of 
cattle for each one now on it. 
The territory north of the Sas- 
katchewan is large enough and 
rich enough to support five 
times as many head as the first 
mentioned district. There is a 
market for them all. The peo- 
ple to own and care for ‘them 
all will soon be,here. But where 
are they going to gct the stock? 
The mel is not in sight. The 


wise farmer will prepare for 
this market. It will beat any 
business the Lacombe farmer 


has yet engaged in. Buy up all 
the breeding stock you can af- 
ford to buy.
